Wasutnaton, D. C., March 8.—[Special to 
the New York Herald. |—Late advices received 
by army ordnance officers from abroad indi. 
cate marked improvement in the develop- 
ment of smokeless powders during the 
last few months. So successful have 
some of the experiments in Germany 
and France been that our officials 
are prepared to believe that the problem 
has at last beer solved and that the day of 
black and brown prismatic powder for high 

wer as well as small guns is past. e 
pighest velocities and lowest pressures ever 
obtained from an eight-inch gua were those 
develo with some of the Nobel (German) 
smokeless powder used in a Krupp gun a 

time ago. Splendid results were also 
recently obtained by the French with a new 
smokeless powder fired in a gun of four-inch 
caliber. 

Our army officials were so struck with the 
success of: these powders that negotiations 
were at once made for samples for experiment 
in this country. The French samples will be 
tried in the new 3.2-inch siege guns and the 
German in 8 and 10-inch guns. As near as 
can be judged from the data received, the 
ordnance officials say, all the objections hith- 
erto made to the vanous brands of smokeless 
powder have been overcomé, ang tie German 
powder particularly is pronounced perfect in

* This powder is said to be ance nen indiffer- 
ent to dampness, samples having n fired 
successfully after being subm in water 
for half an hour. It burns with perfect reg- 
ularity and is much freer from smoke than 
the most of the socalled smokeless powder. In 
the air it burns with a quiet flame and abso- 
lutely without smoke. Its principal ingre- 
dients are believed to be nitro-glycerine and 
collodion cotton.

WHY IS A NEW CONSTITUTION ASKED FOR! 

The Citizens’ Association, that is, Ambler, 
has been deluging the members of the Legis- 
lature with another batch of arguments in

all specific reasons for tinkering with the pres- 
ént organic law.

| convention is a specific statement 
of the sect,ons or articles it is desired to strike 
out or modify, and’also of the proposed sub- 
stitutions or alterations. If these clamorers 
for a convention Know what they want why do 
not they let the Legislature and the people 
know it? 

They do know what they are after, but they 
will ndt state it because to do so would be to 
“give away the snap.”’ They want to restore 
the old rotten system of special legislation, 
special charters, special privileges—to give 
back to unscrupulous wealth the power it once 
had of buying m@opolies from bribe-taking 
legislators. They want to make it possible 
for the General Assembly again to trainple on 
the rights of municipalities, to take from or 
add to their territory, to lengthen the terms 
and add to the pay of their officers, and sad- 
dle them with’ new taxes, not merely without 
their consent but against their wishes. These 
friends of a new Constitution want also to re- 
move all limits on taxation and borrowing. 
They want heavy taxes, to be dishonestly ex- 
pended, and a big issue of bonds, the money 
from which 1s to be wasted on pretended im- 
provements. They want to restore im all its 
impurity that vile system, corrupt and cor- 
rupting, ‘which prevailed prior to 1870. 

_ While the Citizens’ Association is so indef- 
inité about the specific necessity for a con- 
stitutional convention it states with much 
definiteness that it would take but a few weeks 
for it to do its work and that the expense 
would be small, That is untrue and the writer 
knows it. That was the way the men talked 
who succeeded in having a constitutional con- 
vention called in Kentucky. But that body 
has been grinding away for seven months, 
Were Ilhnois to have one it would be in ses- 
sion from six to nine months and spend half or 
two-thirds of a million. Then if the result of 
its labors should be ratified by the people it 
would take from ten to fifteen years of litiga- 
tion, at an expense of many millions, before 
the courts had put adefinite meaning on its 
most important provisions. 

If the voters think that changes are needed 
the Thomas proposition to alter the Constitu- 
tion so as to allow of the submission of a 
number of amendments at the same time 
will give them a chance to make those 
changes when they see fit. But the Senator’s 
joint resolution will not be likely to receive 
the support of these Constitution-mppers, be- 
cause it: will not help them to get that tax-cat- 
ing, bond-selling, property-mortgaging, muni- 
cipal-debt-incurring, and corrupt special privi- 

lege legislation, the enacting of which jis in 
their eyes the ideal of progressive and en- 
lightened government. 


AMENDING THE tr eeggee DISTRICT 

The Peoria Transcript says that in its oppo- 
sition to the proposed amendment of the San- 
itary District act it “‘is not animated by any 
feeling of ill-will toward the people of Chica- 
g%.”’ Tas Trisunz believes that to be the 
case, It is glad to know it is because had the 
Peoria paper been hostile to this city argu- 
ment would have been thrown away on it.

The Transcript says that “what the ‘valley 
people should demand is approximate immun- 
ity from the great dangers of poorly diluted 
sewage.”’. Granted, At present the valley re- 
ceives the sewage of from 800,000 to 900,000 
people, with a dilution of from 40,000 to 60,000 
cubic feet per minute. It has been receiving 
for over forty years a gradually increasing 
quantity of Chicago sewage. The city or the 
sanitary district proposes to increase the dilu- 
tion to 400,000 cubie feet per minute by cut- 
ting an independent channel with a capacity 
of 300,000 cubie feet and by widening and 
deepening the canal so it will off 100,000 
cubic feet by gravity. Its design is therefore 
sciadewralalis ttieiet @h-yeenens 6 dilution. 

If the law were not amended and Chicago 
were to cut the channel it requires, the dilu- 
tion given would be of only 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute till such time as the General Gov- 
ernment has improved the Desplaines or IIli- 
now 60 as to be capable of receiving a flow of 
Be ee tenuate, "aad dha] provide 

for the paynt:nt of all damages which any 
extra flow above 300,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute may cause to private property, so 
as to Save harmless the district from all lia- 
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In short, it coms to Tam Tarsune as if the 
Peoria paper was acting as if it preferred a 
dilution of 300,000 cubic feet a minute, obtain- 
able only after many years of slow work 
under the present law, to a dilution of 400,000 
cubic feet a minute, which can be obtained 
many years sooner—and at asaving of fully ten 
million dollars to Chicago—under the law as it 
would read if amended to meet the wishes of 
the people of Chicago. The Transcript says 
it wishes the greatest possible dilution. Why 
not indorse the plan which gives it? 

There is one fact which the Transcript is 
not aware of, but which is of decided impor- 
tance to the valley, which ig anxious that the 
sewage sent in that should be well 
diluted. That is, that while the population of 
that part of Chicago which is in this sanitary 
district will increase, the quantity and the of- 
fensiveness of the sewage produced will be less 
rather than greater. The additions tothe popu- 
lation of the city will be chiefly in the Calumet 
country, which will form anothe® district. 
The manufactories, especially those which 
cause the greatest pollution, will move to that 
quarter. The Stock-Yards will no longer be- 
foul the South Branch. Therefore the dilu- 
tion of 400,000 cubic feet by the Chicago sani- 
tary district will be more than sufficient for 
all time to come, though the number of its 
inhabitants should be far greater than it is 
now. 


MAGNITUDE OF TRUCK FARMING. 

The census office has published some highly 
interesting statistics of truck farming in the 
United States, as distinguished from market 
gardening, which is conducted so near to the 
local market that the farmer depends on his 
own team -for transportation. The average 
truck farm is situated at a great distance from 
the market in which its produce is disposed of. 
It is a new feature introduced within the last 


few years, except the little which used to be. 


possible by canal. It is the modern railroad 
that has rendered possible the truck farm, and 
this partly accounts for the fact of its neglect 
in previous census compilations. Not that 
there was no truck farming in 1880, but the 
volume of it was vastly less than now. 

It is estimated that upwards of $100,000,000 
is invested in the industry in the United 
States, the annual production being three- 
quarters of this amount, or $76,500,000, real- 
ized from 534,440 acres of land. In the work 
are engaged 216,765 men, 9,264 women, and 
14,874 children, who are aided by 75,868 horses 
and mules, and use nearly $9,000,000 worth of 
agricultural implements. The industry is 
carried on in nearly all the States, but the 
principal districts are anarrow belt on the 
South Atiantic coast and along the Mississippi 
Valley. The more fertile soils are chosen; 
labor and the railroads do the rest. The 
big cities are the best customers of the 
truck farmer, the wants of the peo- 
ple in the smaller centers of popula- 
tion being to a large extent supplied 
from the immediate neighborhood, and they 
take less per capita of that grown in other 
climates than their own, What they do take 
ofthe latter is mostly obtained from the 
dealer in the city, and in this respect Chicago 
drives a tremendously large business in cater- 
ing to the truck wants of the people over an 
important part of the United States. In 
reality the trade embraces a much greater 
variety and takes a far wider range than ap 
pears to have been included in the census 
statistics, which deal mostly with vegetables, 
unless the melons be supposed to belong to 
some other category. The merchants of Chi- 
cago draw hither the fruits of Georgia, Flori- 
da, the West India Islands, and Central Amer- 
ica, the peaches and berries of Illinois and 
Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, and Missouri, 
apples, grapes, and pears from New York 
State, strawberries from Baltimore, oranges, 
lemons, grapes, peaches, and pears from Cali- 
fornia, and cranberries from the marshes of 
Wisconsin. And the range of their distrib- 
utive work is almost equally wide. ‘They send 
Northern produce to the Southern States and 
vice versa, and the extent of their trade with 
the Southwest may be inferred from the 
estimate made afew years ago that the rail- 
road strike in that section, by cutting off trade 
beyond St. Louis, reduced for a time the ship- 
ping business of South Water street by nearly 
one-fifth. 

Few people have a correct idea of the effect 
this business has on transportation. In the 
season for most of the fruits special trains 
run each day from the producing districts to 
this city, the peaches and strawberries load 
down the boats which ply regularly between 
Chicago and the ports on the opposite shore 
of Lake Michigan, and hundreds of persozis 
are employed here in the work of receiving 
besides the thousands who find employment 
in handling the material at other points while 
it is being collected and distributed after 
having been raised by an army of workers. 
And, as previously stated, all this is of mod- 
ern origin. The vast increase to human com- 
fort permitted by the enjoyment of the products 
of other areas than those which surround the 
consumer, and the concomitant benefit to the 
many whoin this direction minister to the 
supply of what may be called necessary 
luxuries to their fellow-creatures, is the out- 
growth of the present generation, which, by 
making railroad transportation far-reaching, 
speedy, and cheap, has permitted the inter- 
change of commodities on a scale that would 
never have been dreamed of by the people of 
fifty years ago. 


THE INDUSTRIES OF THE ITALIAN ELE- 


MENT. 

It is only fair to the [talian people in the 
United States to say they ought not to be 
judged by the bad specimens of their nation- 
ality in New Orleans who escaped the hand of 
justice there only to fall by that of Judge 
Lynch. The Italian immigrants asa class 
have been no less useful to the country than 
to themselves. They have risen from the 
hand-organ and street-vending of images to 
the care of the fruit-stand and the dignified if 
rude labor of the street and the hod. They 
are especially prominent in the line of fruit, 
of which they have now a practical monopoly, 
not only in the larger cities but in 
most of the smaller towns of the 
This in addition to 
the more important position taken by 
the few who rank as importers and handle at 
wholesale what their less favored country men 
and women sell at retail to individual con- 


sumers, They have brought the orange from: 


the South, the peanut from the Eastern céast, 
the grape and pear from the Pacific slope, 
and the raisin and date from opposite shores 
of the great. Mediterranean Sea. Practicaily 
they distribute the $6,000,000 worth of bananas 
and other tropical fruits we receive annually 


from Central and Sodtth America and the 


West India Islands, and some of them do it in 
the coniparatively aristocratic way by 
means of a horse and wagon, while a few take 
the half-way measure of a hand-cart pending 
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as having almost an exclusive right 
to wield the pick dnd shovel and shoulder the 
hod. In the same way he has displaced the 
Irishman as a.retail vender of fruit, but with 
no disadvantage to the latter, who has risen to 
a ngher round of the ladder, The New En- 
gland girl who was displaced from the factory 
by the Irishman has. graduated into a more 
enviable position, and it was not to the disad- 
vantage of the Irishmian to be subsequently 
pushed out by the French-Canavian. In each 
c@se the extrusion may be a forced movement, 
but if is one towards the top, not downward, 
It is no small thing to furnish the unskilled. 
labor needed by a community, and to be will- 
ing to do it well; This praise must be accord- 
ed to the Italian, He has taken the fruit busi- 
ness because as a tule it pays poorly and he is 
content to live at low cost for food and other 
necessaries of existence. It may be said that 
he naturally gravitates to it because I is a 
land of fruits, but this only constitu 
aptitude for the work. In the same way he has 
been content to perform the most poorly paid 
labor of the street and the railroad track, to 
serve as “a hewer of wood and a drawer of 
water,” and as a rule he does both peaceably, 
It is probable he will be all the more peacea- 
ble and law-abiding as a conséquence of the 
deplorable occurrences at New Orleans, which, 
however much they may be reprehended, can- 
not but result in breaking up the lingering 
power of the Mafia and prove to the few 
wicked ones of their number that it is well to 
drop their old-country bandit associations and 
prejudices when they become citizens of the 
United States. The improvement will be far 
froin the first case in which good Has come 
out of evil. 


THE ALLIANCE AND NATIONAL BANKS.

tional banks, and another is that the money shall 
be issued by the Government and controlled by 
the Government for the interests of the people, 
and they declare for a graded income tax. 

That was as far as Palmer allowed him to 
get. He was choked off before he had a 
chance to dilate on fiat and the warehouse 
plan of producing an artificial famine. 

It is difficult to understand these and other 
expressions of hostility to the National banks 
by the farmers and their chosen mouthpieces. 
The only feature with which they openly find 
fault is the circulation, which the banks are 
willing to relinquish and many of them anx- 
ious todo so. That is in a fair way to be 
minimized, as bills were introduced in the 
last Congress to provide that the banks need 
hold only $1,000 in bonds. They will be 
offered again in the next one. With the pass- 
age of these measures the bank note circula- 
tion would be reduced to a very small quan- 
tity, if not. dropped altogether. As leading 
bankers favor the ¢hange it is hardly one that 
needs to be insisted on by making it a prom- 
inent plank in the Alliance platforms and a 
condition to choice for the occupancy of a 
seat in the United States Senate. ‘he matter 
will take care of itself. 

The farmers have never yet stated why they 
oppose the National banks in the important 
work of exchanging cash and credits, taking 
in from those whé have a surplus and lending 
out to the men who gant for the time being to. 
use more than they own. That is the great 
function of the banks, It would not be dis- 
turbed in any way by cutting off their power 
to issue bank notes and could not be abolished 
without immense damage to the community, 
including the farmers themselves. The banks 
lend money to the manufacturer, who uses it 
as the capital necessary to the production of 
things the farmer wants to buy and consume. 
They lend to the merchant who sells the goods 
and buys from the farmer his produce. They 
lend to the railroad company for the purchase 
of rolling stock with which to move the 
property, and to the farmer himself who 
has not sufficient capital of his own for the 
conduct of his business. And what they lend 
is mostly the capital of other people, for 
whom they act as practical agents and keep 
the money in active use all the time, where it 
would otherwise lie idle ‘while the borrower 
was hunting up the original lender. The ex- 
tent of these operations may be inferred from 
the official statement that at the beginning of 
October last the 3,540 National banks in the 
United States had an aggregate capital, sur- 
plus, and undivided profits of $061,016,766, 
with gross deposits of $2,023,502,067, and loans 
and discounts amounting to $1,970;022,687. In 
other words, during each business day of ‘the 
year they had outstanding loans for about 
two billion dollars, much tho greater part of 
which was loaned out for others who had de- 
posited with them. 

If the Farmers’ Alliance had the power to 
induce Congress to wipe out the National 
banks, the whole of this vast aggregate of 
business would be thereby disorganized and 
the country plunged into a tenfold worse panic 
than that of 1873. The Nation might be trust- 
ed to recover from the blow, but while domg 
so it would experience a vast amount of finan- 
cial trouble, of which the farmers would get 
not the least share, finding commerce with 
and from the farm blocked by the inability of 
merchants to operate, produce spoiling for 
want of transportation, wants unsupplied be- 
cause of inability to‘buy, and debts piling up 
which they could not meet. If the Farmers’ 
Alliance wants to bring round such a season 
of general disaster, its representative men 
should say so,and whether they do or not they 
ought to be called upon to state their reasons 
for enmity to the National banks outside of 
the matter of circulation, which is a mere 
bagatelle and a flecting one at that. Let the 
Alliance men speak out, tell what they want 
of the National banks, and hich se

GOLD AND SILVER COINAGE. 

- A correspondent asks what was “‘ the amount 
of the gold coinage of the United States mint 
from its establishment until the year 1873, 
showing comparatively the amount of gold 
and silver money coined.” 

This period covers the earlier coinage of sil- 
ver dollars in its entirety, from the authoriza- 
tion of the piece by the act of April 2, 1792, to 
the discontinuance of the coinage by the act 
of Feb. 12, 1878. Here are the figures:

It will not prevent gold from being shipped 
out of the country, and it is understood 
this particular parcel is ordered to be 
shipped in coin, but the order tends 
to check such a movement. The shipment 
of go'd coin across the ocean involves 4 
probable loss of about one in every $40,000 by 
abrasion, the coins being taken abroad strict- 
ly at their bullion value, and any loss from 
full weight must.be borne by the exporter. 
The difference is not a. large one, but suffi- 
ciently wide to prevent the transaction from 
being profitable where the shipment of bullion 
would barely pay more than the cost of the 
operation. It is still a mooted question how 
much silver can be sustained at par without 
driving the gold out of this country. Some 
close observers think there is reason to fear 
the limit has been passed now, and point to 
the decrease in the stock of gold bars for 
preof of their position, while others have held 
that there is no danger so long as the pur- 
chases of silver by the Treasury are limited to 
4,500,000 ounces per month. The movement 
of the next few months willbe closely watched 
by both parties as likely to solve the problem, 
and the issue may poasibly be duoted and re- 
ferred to extensively during the next session 


of Congress. 


Ow all purely British issues the Gladstonian 
Liberals continue to make great and disfinct 
gains in the British Commons. During this 
session they have twice come within a score of 
votes of defeating the Tories on labor ques- 
tions, and on the subject of Welsh disestab- 
lishment the normal Tory majority of 85 was 
reduced to 36, But the greatest triumph yet 
has been scored by the Liberals on the Welsh 
Local Option bill, which was ordered toa 
second reading in the House of Commons 
Wednesday night on the motiou of Mr. Bowen 
Rowlands, a Gladstonian, by a vote of 186 to 
179. The Liberals thus had a majority of 
7 ina pretty full house, The Tory Home 
Secretary led the opposition and the Tory 
Officials, of course, followed him into the 
lobby. Mr. Morley, Gladstone’s lieutenant, 
supported Mr. Rowlands and Sir George 
Trevelyan, Sir William Harcourt, and Mr. 
Stansfield voted with him. The division is 
the most important of the session. It com- 
mits the Commons under Liberal leadership 
to another American idea—that the question 
of license, or no license, or the number of 
licenses granted be left tothe people of the 
respective localities. The Tories’ defeat was 
due to their desertion by the Unionists, who 
dared not vote against local option as it would 
cost them their seats. Mr. Gladstone and his 
followers have evidently made up their minds 
to stick to British issues until the Irish get rid 
of Parne‘l, and that seems to be the wisest 
policy.

A Little Russian Girl Who Led the Mob in 
Odessa’s Streets. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: Sergius Stepniak is a 
splendid conversationalist, and he tells stories 
of cruelties to political convicts to friends or 
chance acquaintances with evident pleasure, 

One story especially illustrates the means a 
Government will employ to keep itself at the 
top, even by the punishment of children too 
young to know of an offense against the na- 
tion. 

“* At Odessa in 1878,” began Mr. Stepniak, 
‘*& great riot was precipitated by the arrest of 
Sergius Koralsey for a political offense in 
which the people were especially interested. 
The police were unable to do anything with 
the mob, and it held full control for hours, * A 
girl named Gukorsky, yet under 13 years of 
age, seerned to be inspired by the sights and 
ran hither and thither urgi the men to 
greater deeds of violence, hile on the out- 
skirts of the crowd she was seized by one of 
the gendarmes, but immediately mounted a 
huge stone and made 4 speech to the crowd, 
calling thens cowards if they did not rescue 
her from the police. Men soon surrounded 
the officers and bedt them back, carrying 
away ‘in triumph their little heroine, 

‘But the police knew her too well and not 
long after she was arrested and sent to the 
prison. She had no trial, for in Russia no one 
geta atrial fora political offense. She was 
taken before an officer, but was not given 
a chance to tell her story. was 
simply . put in jail and could not 
even communicate with any friends to 
tell them where she was located. She was 
taken from one prison to another for 
two years, and at last in 1881 she _was impris- 
vned in the miserable jail at Krasnoiarsk. 
Feeling that nothing could be done for her, 
she grew despondent, and in March of that 
year committed suicide, after only having 
reached her 15th year. A child so young as 
she certainly could not willfully break the 
laws, and such cases as these only spur on 
nihilisin.”’

Chaplains in Hospitals, Asylums, and Pris- 
ons Left Without Support and Altar 
Decorations Sold at Auction—The Cap- 
tain of the Utopia Held Responsible for 
the Wreck and Loss of Life—General 


and for the abolition of chaplains in hospitals, 
asylums, and prisons, began to go into effect 
in February last. The result is extraordinary. 
Until two Sundays ago there were 5,300 masses 
celebrated in Rome every Sunday. The num- 
ber is now reduced to 800. One hundred and 
fifty-two churches are to be closed at once and 
their altars demolished. The pictures and 
statues, except such as the State thinks proper 
to reserve for public galleries, are to be sold 
by public auction, In the rest of Italy they 
will be destroyed, and not even remote vil- 
lages will® be .exempt from this stern 
decree. Steps are also to be taken to 
prevent officers and soldiers from attending 
mass Sundays, military duties being imposed 
on them during church hours. All’ sacred 
names are beingerased from the school-books 
and. sacred emblems are removed from the 
school-rooms. These laws have created the 
utmost bitterness among the clergy. The 
Pope is resolved to spare no efforts to assist 
emigration to America and Africa. An enor- 
mous number of ecclesiastics who have been 
receiving salaries from religious institutions 
are now without a means of support. 


ARRESTED THE GUILTY CAPTAIN, 


The Commander of the Utopia Must Ac- 
count for the Accident, 

Grprautar, March 19.—The revised official 
count of the lost® and saved passengers and 
crew of the ill-fated Utopia shows that there 
were 880 souls on board the steamer when she 
ran on the Anson. Of this number the saved 
include 290 steerage passengers, two saloon 
passengers, three Italian interpreters, and 
twenty-three of the crew, all the latter being 
Englishmen or men who had shipped at En- 
glish ports. 

Capt. McKeague of the Utopia has been ar- 
rested for wrongful acts, improper conduct, 
negligence, and mismanagement. He was re- 
leased on bail. 

The accounts given by the divers who are 
engaged in the work on the wrecked steamer 
of the terrible sights which they have wit- 
nessed on the vessel still further increase the 
appalling character of the catastrophe. These 
men in describing the horrible scenes say that 
they found the hatches and the chart-room of 
the Utopia closely packed with the bodies of 
the unfortunate passengers, who had become 
wedged into an almost solid mass in their 
frantic rush to reach the decks of the steamer 
after she had crashed into the sharp ram of 
the ironclad. The positions in which the 
bodies were found show that the poor people 
made a terrible struggle for life and that des- 
perate attempts were made to escape from 
the doomed vessel as the sea came rushing in 
through the rent in her side. 

Owing toa lack of accommodations in the 

naval hospital here many of the crew and the 
emigrauts who were rescued have been com- 
pelled to encamp on the giacis. The military 
are closely patrolling the shore for the pur- 
pose of rescui any more of the bodies that 
may be washed in by the waves. The inhabit- 
ants of this place who m the shore wit- 
nessed the horrifying scene of hundreds of 
persons being swallowed up in the raging 
waters of the bay are unstinted in their praise 
of the great gallantry displayed by the men of 
the British squadron anchored here, who bold- 
ly hurried to the rescue of the endangered 
passengers without stopping to consider the 
risk they ran in re small boats 
on an angry sea and in teeth of a heavy 
gale. , 
Much pr&ise is also bestowed on the men of 
the yacht Resolute who also manned a boat 
and succeeded in saving sixteen persons who 
but for this brave and timely assistance would 
svon have given up the struggle and sank to 
the bottom. Ihe two blue-jackets of the 
British ironclad Immortalite who while en- 
gaged in the work of rescue were drowned by 
their boat, a steam pinnace, drifting on the 
rocks, were buried here today with full naval 
honors. The coffins were covered with 
wreathes of flowers which bore tribute to the 
self-sacrificing heroism of the two sailors,

Mr. Jackson Argues That Every Man Owns 
His Own Wife. 

Lonpon, March 19.—In her Majesty’s Court of 
Appeal today Mr. E. H. Jackson of Clithéroe. near 
Manchester, produced his wife, a wealthy lady in 
her own right, whom he abducted March 8, against 
the desire of her relatives, as she was leaving 
church. Mr. Jackson, it will be recalled, drove 
with his wife to his house, where he stood a siege 
laid to his residence by Mrs. Jackson's relatives. 
The latter March 16 applied to the High Court of 
Justice, Queen's Bench Division, for a writ of ha- 
beas corous to compel Mr. Jackson to produce his 
wife in court. The court, however, that if 
tbe woman was ill-treated she bad a remedy in an 
application for protection which she could make 
before a wiagistrate.

Clay Beds Under Lake Michigan, 

CxicaGo, March 19.—{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
At the last meeting of the Chicago Academy of 
Sciences Prof. Long related some facts. 
The clay beds in which the new tunnel is being 
excavated have certain water-bearing gravel 
seams at the depth of about seventy feet, and 
when these seams are pierced by a pipe or shaft 
the water does not rise to the same level that 
of the surrounding lake, For instance, shaft 
sunk at the second crib is water tight and shuts 
out the lake water completely. The temporary 
discontinuance of the excavation and pumping 
there has allowed the shaft to fill up witn water 
derived from the gravel seams in the clay 
below. The water soon rose to a height 
of twelve feet below the level of the 
surrounding lake and remained there, showing no 
tendency to come any higher, proving by the great 
difference in level that the two have no communi- 
cation. Now the artesian wells in rocks be- 
low if well piped push the water up some fifty 
feet above lake, so the water supply in the 
gravel seams must be independent both of the 
artesian sources and the lake itself. In short, it 
must come in laterally along the seams from 
the land. 

Now the land sources are higher than the lake. 
Why, then, does not the water in the shaft rise 
accordingly, and overflow the crib? There can be 
only one answer to this question. The surplus 
water of the gravel seams must escape laterall 
underground, through gravel strata, or throug 
crevices in the rocks in the hills which constitute 
the southern barrier of Lake Michigan.

Alice said that then she resolved to get rid 
her sister. McQuaid and Dixon were bot 
ready to assist. Alice said she gave her sister 
a drug and afterwards chloroformed her. 
He, M Dixon, and a stranger, took 
Lilla to t corncrib where the body 
was found. On the way Lilla revived, 
but some one—she claims not to khow which 
one—ended: her life. Alice has told different 
o since, but Mrs. Hoyle says that recent 
events and circumstances confirm her in the 
belief that this confession was the truth. 
Mrs. Hoyle’s husband sought to shield his 
niece, and has become so infatuated with 
Alice that his own home is broken up and 
both himself and niece are now in parts un- 
known. McQuaid and Cowie were arrested at 
the time of the murder but were liberated.

CONVICTION OF THE REV. MACQUEARY. 


He Was Trying to Play Samson with the 
Christian Temple. 

New York Sun: Ifthe Rev. Mr. MacQueary was 
brought to trial at all it was not possible that he 
should escape conviction of heresy by a court 
loyal to the faith of the church. 

The views of Mr. MacQueary regarding the 
birth of Jesus andthe resurrection of the body 
were first brought inte public prominence by a 
letter of Bishop Potter toa church paper. In 
this letter the Bishop severely censured a com- 
mittee of the Church Congress for having invited 
the Ohio priest te be ome of the speakers at its 
last mosting at Philadelphia. The book announ- 
cing Mr. MacQueary’s opinions had been pub- 
lished, but it hadnot attracted wide attention, 
for it is by no means an extraordinary addition to 
theological discussion. In the main it follows a 
line of argument already familiar to theologians, 
and it contains nothing to startle them by reason 
of its novelty and originality. But when Bishop 
Potter denounced the views of Mr. MacQueary as 
destructive of the foundations of Christian belief, 
and expressed astonishment at the selectian of its 
author asaspeaker at a great and important 
church gathering, the volume became immediate- 
ly the subject of adverse criticism in religious 
papers and periodicals of every orthodox branch 


of the Christian Church. 


To approve the book was to abandon the faith 
of Christendom; and therefore the only way 
to escape from condemning its views was to 
ignore it altogether, or to pass it by as an ex- 
pression of individual eccentricity not worthy of 
serious discussion. After Bishop Potter had de- 
clared himself against Mr.MacQueary so publicly 
and with so great emphasis it was impossible to 
pursue this poliey, of indifference or evasion. The 
trial of the heretical clergyman ame a fore- 
gone conclusion, ana his conviction was not less a 
matter of course. . 

In denying the virgin birth of Jesus, and de- 
claring that the incarnation was along the lines 
of natural generation, with Joseph as his father 
Mr. MacQueary took away the divine character of 
the Son of God, He made of him a mere man in- 
spired by the divine spirit, as any other man 
might be inspired, He reduced him from a proper 
object of worship as God toa simple prophet 
among men ; & teacher of profound and heavenly 
wisdom, an exemplar for all maykind, but 
not the socond pérson of the Trinity. ence his 
teaching shatteréd and removed the very corner- 
stofie of Christianity and the church. If Jesus is 
not God, very God of very God, and of one substance 
with the Father, Christian theology rests on fic- 
— and ecpenene®, and ae on eternal and un- 
changeable truth ; it ranks an mythology 
as a creation of men and not of Bod. 

[The Rev. MaeQueary was also guilty of avowed 
unbelief in the literal truth of the Garden of 
Eden and Fall of Man story, which disbelief 
strikes at the very foundation of thé entire or- 
thodox system; for if Man did not Fall the human 
race would not be under the ban of eternal dam- 
nation, and the plan of salvation would not have 
been necessary to save the race from the awful 
consequences of Adam and Eve’s alleged fruit-

POOR LO’S TROUBLES, 


Sioux to Go to Europe Despite the Defense 
Association, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., March 19.—[ Special. ]— 
The Acting Secretary of War gave his ap- 
proval today to the recommendation of Gen. 
Miles to allow the seventy-five Indian prisun- 
ers now at Fort Sheridan, II1., to jein the Wild 
West show. The Interior Department hav- 
ing previously given Col. Cody authority to 
negotiate with any of the Sioux tribe he de- 
sired there was nothing to prevent his starting 
at once with his new acquisition for Europe 
as far as the prisoners at Fort Sheridan are 
concerned, He is expecting, however, to se- 
cure the services of the shining lights, such as 
Two Strike and other, at Pine Ridge before 
making final arrangements for crossi the 
ecean. Although Bosion Indians’ Rights 
Association protested strongly against the 
use of the Indians for public exhibition pur- 
poses the War Department approved with 
alacrity the recommendation of Gen. Miles 
for this manner of disposing of the prisoners 
of war at Fort Sheridan, believ that their 
experience with the Wild West show will be 
more effective in subduing their sav nature 
than any other treatment they could receive. 
A recent letter from Gen. Miles statés that 
the peaceful members of the Sioux tribes 
during the last campaign are now showing 
signs of dissatisfaction because of the shortage 
in the ration allowance. 

The attorneys for the Choctaws and Chicka- 
saws seem to be worrying about their fees. 
Gen. Halbert E. Paine has written an open 
letter to Secrétary Noble, complaining 
the Secretary’s course in regard to that grab 
has caused him (Gen. Paine) to be misrepre- 
sented. He says his contract is with the 
Chickasaw Nation only and that under it he 
secures only 14¢ per cent of the entire amount 
recovered, or a trifle less than $45,000. He 
also declares that any reflections on his pro- 
fessional conduct in the matter are unwar- 
ranted, that he simply made the usual argu- 
ments before the committees and that he never 
sought to influence a Congressman except by 
these arguments, Gen. Paine resents the im- 
plication of lobbying and says he has not 
taken advantage of his privilege as an ex- 
Congressman and been on the floor of the 
House for fifteen years. Gen. Paine secms to 
be laboring under the idea that he is the on ty 
person concerned in the case. Nobody ac- 
cused him of being the head of the lobby, for 
it was all.along stated that his course in the 
attempt to influence legislation was that of an 
attorney properly representing his clients’ in- 
teresta, and it is possible that a contingent fee 
of $45,000 was not too large for the 
services rendered.

The industrial schools are large es- 
tablishments as compared with the day 
schools, as provision must be made for accom- 
modations for teachers and scholars. It is 
thought that when the new schools are pro- 
vided the Sioux will be well supplied with edu- 
cational facilities.

TESTIMONY A ‘SOAINST CAPT. CATLEY. 


Gen. Wheaton and Lieut. Turner on the 
Stand, 

Omauna, Neb.; March.19.—The first witness 
called in the court-martial of Capt. Catley 
this morning was Gen. Wheaton. He testi- 
fied that Catley.did not accompany his com- 
mand into the field from Pine Ridge, and the 
witness did not believe him capable of com- 
manding under fire; The Captain had been 
once court-thartialed fur cowardice in the 
face of Indians in Idaho and found guilty, but 
the finding of the court had been reversed by 
President Hayes, and Catley had been rein- 
stated.
